A Wail From Chicago. 

W The Chicago Record, a paper that 
supported the election of McKiuley 
and is confessedly one of the ablest 
independent papers in the couutry, 
take this strong stand against the 
Trust Bill: 

Tnis bill, which is soon to become 
a law in all probability, registers the 
high-water mark in tariff legislation. 
The protection afforded by it is greater 
in importaut instances than that of 
the McKinley law itself, which was 
condemned by the voters of this 
country as an cdious measure. It is 
not improbable that the Dingley bill, 
if it may be so called after its 
thorough revision, will go down in 
history as worse than the McKiuley 
law. There can be no justification at 
this day for the excessively high rates 
of duty which it imposes. It is a 
continuation of war tuxes in time of 
peace for the benefit not of the gov- 
ernment, but of private individuals. | 
The duties in many cases being so 
high as to be prohibitive, there will 
be no imports from which the govern- 
ment can derive revenue, but the

The cars of the 1 rolley line between 
Minneapolis and St. Paul aft dC'd 
with admirable appliances to prevent 
accidents to passengers oireleSJ in 
stepping on or off.

New England States Are Now Worse 
Off Than France. 

French economists are consoling 
themselves for the gradual depopula- 
tion of their country by pointing out 
that many of the American states, in- 
cluding the w hole of New England, 
are still worse off. The birth rate in 
France has fallen from 33 per 1,000 
at the beginning of the century to 
22 per 1,000, and is less than the death 
rate, so that if the present condition! 
continue in about 200 years the 
French race will have become ex- 
tinct. In many of the United States, 
however, matters are even more seri- 
ous. The birth rate in Nevada ie 
16.30 per 1,000, so that, even if na 
more people should emigrate from 
that state, its population would die 
out completely in less than 100 years. 
Maine comes next with a birth rat« 
of 17.9 per 1,000, which gives iti 
race about a century longer to exist. 
New Hampshire is third, with 18.4 
perl,000. Vermont is fourth.with 18.5, 
and, strange to say, California, which 
comes next, has a birth rate of 19.4 
per 1,000, or nearly 12 per cent, less 
than that of France. This fact, in 
view of the favorable climate, ample 
area and diversity of interests am! em- 
ployment characteristic to the state, 
is most striking. Following Cali- 
fornia is Conneticut, which has a 
birth rate of 21.3 per 1,000. Massa- 
chusetts has 21.5, Uhodc Island has 
22.5, a somewhat higher rate than the 
French, but still insufTieient to pre- 
vent the extinction of the pretest race 
within two or three centuries. Wy- 
oming, with its 21.8, comes between 
Massachusetts and Miotic Island, 
while Oregon has a rate of "2.5. In 
most of the states, even those which 
have a low birth rate, the population 
is kept up, or increases, but the new 
blood comes from immigration. The 
conclusion to be drawn from the sta- 
tistics compiled is limply that, within 
a period varying from (i6 to 200 years,
